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. The Necessary Persuaders 

Chancellor Ross in his address at the 
Scarlet Key Banquet referred to the public 
image by university students, and to the 
importance of a "good" image for the reali- 
zation of many student objectives. It is 
doubtful whether in the past there has beeh 
o recognition of the heed for any kind of 
image at all. Nevertheless, students have 
certain broadly-defined goals, of which free 
higher education is an example; to us the 
arguments behind these goals may seem 
almost self-evident, but to others this is not 
'so. Medical care or increased pensions or' 
irriproved roads may seem to have better 
supported claims to the "public purse". 

It follows that if we are to see our goals 
realized we must take steps to secure subs- 
tantial public support. For this a desirable 
public image is a necessity. The first step 
in this direction might be to ascertain the 
present image projected by university, more 
particularly by McGill, students. Afterwards 
we can attempt to modify the stereotype so 
as to render It more favourable. 

For example, one might hazard the ob- 
servation that students are popularly re- 
garded OS being less than serious. This pop- 
ular view must be made to catch up with 



a reality which consists Increasingly of over- 
crowded libraries, awesome reading lists, 
and progressively grimmer examinations. 
Another popular view is that any student, 
however needy, can put himself through 
college if he has enough gumption (what- 
ever that Is) by waiting on tables in the 
cafeteria. As the student Is expected to 
carry a heavier work-load, and as summer 
holidays get shorter and temporary jobs 
scarcer, this view becomes a myth, but, like 
all myths, a hard-dying one. 

It Is true that college hl-jinks are both 
less numerous and less spectacular ; like- 
wise groups such as some fraternities have 
begun to indicate on awareness of social 
responsibility by sponsoring fund-raisjng 
events for charities. But, as Madison Avenue 
could tell us, simply to wait until a favor- 
able image is formed spontaneously in the 
public consciousness is not enough. We must 
shape the image ourselves. 

The first requirement is a Students' 
Society public relations office to handle all 
news releases in both languages for the 
many clubs and societies. This alone would 
go a long way toward eliminating the 
present confusion and inefficiency ; it would 
provide the news media with a single trust- 
worthy source of information, .and it would 



ensure that the increasing number of re- 
leases to^' French-language newspaper and 
radio stations be grammatically literate. 

The creation of such a service would be 
a sound preliminary step. But there Is a 
much more fundamental requirement: we 
need to devote thought to the nature of ed- 
ucation Itself. The Students' Society must 
formulate some kind of coherent philosophy 
of education. Only then will a number of 
apparently unrelated activities undertaken 
in what our French Canadian compatriots 
call the Anglo-Saxon pragmatic spirit be 
seen as consistent expressions of an under- 
lying mode of thinking. 

This is of course rank heresy. Things are 
things, and to suggest there may be on 
"underlying mode of thinking", or, worse 
yet, to seek to give it concrete expression, 
is dangerous. 

Nevertheless, the fact remains that such 
activities as the Daily High School Sup- 
plement, the Debating Union High School 
Tournament, and the Education Committee's 
High School Visitation Program are simply 
different expressions of a strongly-held be- 
lief that students should be made to realize 
the value of completing their education. 
These activities, rarely to be found at other 
universities, should be presented as Ins- 
tances of a fundamental principle ; they 
become thereby extremely effective in de- . 
monstrating that students at McGill are ^ 
aware of the value of the education thoy 
• are receiving and are anxious that others 
should also have the opportunity to enjoy 
its benefits. 

Further facts could be determined : the 
financial resources of students, the number 
successful in obtaining summer employment 
etc. We must amass the necessary informa- 
tion, form from it a coherent Image, and 
then, through a properly organized medium, 
present it effectively to the public. Only 
then will we project the Image necessary 
for the realization of our objectives.

Independence Referendum 

Tiie A.G.E.U.M. (Association Générale des. Etudiants de 
l'Université de Montréal) announced this wéelc its intention of 
holding a referendum on the question of Quebec independence. 

Ttie recent abdication of Frenclr-Canadian university stu- 
dents from CDS (Canadian Union of Students) to form UGEQ 
(Union Générale des Etudiants du Québec) and from CUP 
(Canadian University Press) two years ago to join PEN (Presse 
Étudiante Nationale) indicates the growth of nationalism 
among the leaders of the French-Canadian student movement. 

PEN declared itself formally in favour of independence 
at its last congress, but stressed that the type of independence 
it advocates would be geared to work socio! benefits now im- 
possible because of the clash of interest between Quebec and 
the Federal government. This is not in any sense the bitter 
and intolerant "les maudits Anglais" brand found in rural 
St-Jean-Baptisle Society chapters. 

The "indépei|dmtisle" would like to- (hope Quebec into 
a free stale.. pdrllcIpcTtlng maturely 'Iri^^ within a 

world society. Moreover, he feels that an independent Quebec 
could hold a much brighter torch in striving for world peace 
since the French-Canadian is more of a burning idealist than 
h^t^. pragmatic Anglo-Saxon brother, ttaving renounced tradi- 
•tIont,'ihèîiis emerging with a philosophy which he feels Is 
■geafed'to the problems .of a modern world and. is not re- 
ttrôihe'd by the coriservatism and lack of social Initiative he 
feels Is typical of English-Canada. 

Le Quartier Latin, the student newspaper of the Université 
de Montréal, admits that its opinions on independence probably 
run counter to those of the majority of students on its campus. 
Howeyei;, it justifies its position s "A newspaper Is not a prob-

BANFF (CUP) — The princi- 
pics of student government au- 
tonomy and freedom from ad- 
ifinistration restraints on stu- 
dents in political and personal 
matters were given the support 
of the first Canadian Union of 
Students Administrators Seminar 
at Banff. 

The conference concluded that 
studini governments' themselves 
must maintain control of the poli- 
cy-making>functions of their stu- 
dent unions and' that administra- 
tors, due to the growing com- 
plexity of student, governments, 
will become' more and more in- 
volved in Implementing these 
policies. 

Malcolm Scott, CUS vice-presi- 
dent, said one prevailing belief 
voiced by conference delegates 
was that universities do not give 
rights to students; and in those 
cases where they are purporting 
to be giving rights, they have 
actually been taken away from 
the student beforehand. 

The conference of student 
presidents, treasurers and profes- 
sional adnUnistrators from 18 
Canadian universities, also agreed 
that the university administration 
should not interfere in the poli- 
tical or personal life of universi- 
ty students and had only a limi- 
ted role to play in such aspects 
of student life as athletics and 
recreatlon%i^p.|i^.-.-^ • ' , • 



Students should have the res- ■ 
ponsibillty of organizing and con- 
trolling these activities them- 
selves, although the university 
should maintain the control of 
facilities. 

The conference also agreed 
that emphasis must be given to 
the university as a community 
of scholars before a proper rela- 
tionship could be established bet- 
ween administration, faculty and 
student government.

Leading a group of MP's from 
all parties, Prittie has sponsored 
a bill that would remove contra- 
ception from the list of criminal 
offences. The Criminal Code now 
declares that the dissemination of 
all information and devices for 
contraception are illegal — in;^ 
eluding the rhythm method ac- 
cepted by the Roman Catholic 
Church. Supported by Protestant 
and Catholic clergy alike, and 
such organizations as the Cana- 
dian Medical Association, Prittie 
contends that the law invades the 
privacy of the individual. 

Prittie points out that, despite 
the Criminal Code; there is a 
flourishing sale of contraceptives 
at- neighbourhood pharmacies. 
The problem is that most of those 
'who. must limit the size of their 
families because of financial dif- 
ficulties do not know how to ac- 
quire the contraceptives. The 
Code prevents clinics from pro- 
viding the necessary information.
